5. Qualifications: - No person shall be eligible for appointment by direct 
recruitment to any of the posts mentioned in column (1) of the Table below 
if he has not completed or will not complete 19 years of age or if he has 
completed or will complete the age specified in column (2 ) thereof, on the 
first day of July of the year in which applications for appointment are 
invited .

6. Reservation of appointments. The rule of reservation of appointments 
(General Rules 14-17) shall apply to appointments by direct recruitment. 

7. Probation . — Every person appointed to any of the categories of posts 
shall from the date on which he joins duty, be on probation 

(i) if appointed by direct recruitment or by transfer from any other 
service, for a total period of 2 years on duty within a continuous period of 
3 years ; and 

( ii) if appointed by promotion , for a total period of one year on 
duty within a continuous period of two years. 

8. Unit for discharge, re-appointment and appointment as full members : 
For t e purposes of discharge and re-appointment and appoiniment as full 
member , every post or group of posts in any class or category for which 
qualification in a particular subject or language is prescribed shall be deem 
ed to be a separate unit.

ORDER 
Consequent on the raising of the age of superannuation of Government 
servants from 55 to 58, Government in thc G. 0. read as Ist paper above 
issued orders raising the maximum age limit for direct recruitment to techni 
cal and non -technical posts (except Last Grade Posts ) by one year in 1967 , 
by two years in 1968 and by three years in 1969 with the usual relaxation 
for Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Other Backward Classes. In 
theįG . O. read as second paper, the above concession was made available 
also to posts already notified by the Public Service Commission /District 
Recruitment Boards with the first July 1967 as the crucial date of birth . 

( 2 ) Orders have since been issued in the G. O. read as third paper 
above lowering the age of superannuation of Government servants to 55 
years. Consequently the maximum age limit for direct recruitment in 
Government service has also to be lowered . Though the orders lowering the 
age of superannuation were issued on 4-5-1967 the effect is felt in the services 
only from 4-8-1967 as officers past the age of 55 etc., have been given three 
months time from 4-5-1967 to retire from service . 

(3 ) In the circumstances , Government are pleased to order that the 
maximum age limit for direct recruitment in Government service shall 
remain as it is, in 1967 and that the orders issued in the G. O. read as first 
paper above raising the maximum age limit for direct recruitment by two 
years in 1968 and by three years in 1969 be withdrawn , 

(4) The question of issuing amendments, if any, to the Special Rules 
already issued will be examined by the Departnients of the Secretariat 
concerned and orders issued separately .

Provision 
has also been made for the printing of ticket books with counterfoils and for 
the return of the counter foils by the Agent/Salesman It has been brought 
to the notice of Government that an agent /salesman who buys a large 
number of tickets may find it difficult to record his signature o 

each and 
every ticket and that any omission to sign the ticket will make the ticket 
invalid . This would mean penalising the purchaser of the ticket. The 
intention in providing for printing of ticket books with counterfoils and for 
return of the counter foils by the agents was to enable the Directorate of 
State Lotteries to check the number of sold and unsold tickets. This can be 
achieved if number sheets are got printed in which sold and unsold tickets 
can be easily marked . This will reduce printing work also. Further the 
loss of a counterfoil by an agent would , under the rules as they stand now , 
result in exclusion from the draw all the tickets issued in that particular 
ticket book . Here again it will result in penalising the purchaser or the 
ticket. In the circumstances Government are pleased to order that the 
recording of the signature of the Agent/Salesman in the tickets and the 
printing of counterfoils for the tickets will be dispensed with . For checking 
the number of sold and unsold tickets , the number sheets will be got printed 
in which case sold and unsold tickets can easily be marked .

Forms can be obtained free of cost from the Director of 
State Lotteries , Trivandrum or from the District Treasury Olicers at Canna 
nore, Kozhikod , Palghat, Trichur, Ernakularn , Kottayamn , Alleppey and 
Quilon .

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3. Every applicant for agency shall make a minimum initial deposit of 
Rs. 100. It will be open to the agent to unake higher initial deposit of any 
amount. The deposit will be treated as an advance against which tickets 
will be issued . The Agent will be allowed so return unsold tickets upto the 
value of the deposit made by him after the closing date of each draw and 
obtain refund of the value thereof subject to the provisions contained in 
rule 11 , Deposits can be made either by remittance in any Treasury in the 
State in the Chalan forın prescribed for the purpose or by Money Order to 
the Director of State Lotteries , Trivandrum or by Postal Order or Bank 
Draft made payable to the Director of State Lotteries, Trivandrum - 10. The

AWARD 
GOOD SHEPHERED RUBBER Co., MANAGEMENT 

Vs. 

WORKERS 
This industrial dispute in the Good Shephered Rubber Company, 
Industrial Estate, Olavakot, between the Management and its workers , arises 
out of the denial of employrnent to Sri T. Srinivasan and the retrenchment 
of Sri P. Chandran and Sri P. K. Ramanachari, three of the employees in 
the Industrial establishment. 

The facts necessary for the disposal of the issues in dispute are as 
follows: 

The Management is represented by its General Manager and the work 
men by the Industrial Estate Workers Union , Olavakot. Sri Srinivasan 
entered into the Service of the establishment at Olavakot on 1-6-1963. On 
21-1-1966 he went away on ten days casual leave to his house at Kozhikode. 
On 25-1-1946 the management received a post card for extension of his casual 
leave upto 10-2-1965 and subsequently two other post cards requesting for 
extension of leave , up to 15-3-1966 . Then according to the Management 
there was no information about him until he appeared in person on 31-3-1966 
and offered himself for work . The management did not admit him on the 
ground that he had deserted his work . According to the worker he had sent 
a letter on 15-3-1966 for extension of his leave. On 4-4-1966 he put in a 
petition (Ext. E25) for excusing him for taking such long leave as taken by 
him from 21-1-1966 and for the circumstance of the non- receipt of his letter 
for extension of leave from 15-3-1966 onwards and for allowing him to 
resume his work in the factory . The management thereafter on 20th April 
1966 issued Ext. E. 28 noice to Srinivasan that there was break in his service 
on account of desertion of work and hence unable to re -engage him . 

On 30th April 1966 , the Company also issued two notices one to Sri 
P. Chandran , and another to Sri P. K.Ramanachari two other employees 
(Exts . W23 and Ext. W24 respectively) terminating their services from 
30-4-1966 as a measure of retrenchment. Copies of these notices were sent 
to the respective authorities also as required by rules. 

The Industrial Estate Workers Union , Olavakot, took up the matter as 
an industrial dispute and in a conciliation before the District Labour Officer, 
Palghat, the parties agreed for arbitration of the dispute by the State 
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Arbitration Board . The necessary notification was published under section 
10A (3) of the Industrial Disputes Act on 12-8-1965 . The Arbitration Board 
having seised of the matter, the parties were called upon to file their 
statements . 

As regards Srinivasan , the Union contended that he has not deserted 
from work as alleged by the Management, that he proceeded on leave on 
21-1-1966 and went to his home town in Kozhikode, that he was extending 
his leave from ĉime to time and when he repo: ted for duty on 1-4-1966 he 
was denied employment illegally . The Union also contends that the action 
ofthe management denying employment is against equity, justice and good 
conscience, that it amounts to victimisation and that no domestic enquiry 
was conducted nor any opportunity was given to the worker by way of show 
cause notice. 

As regards P. Chandran and Ramanachari, the union contends that the 
management has violated the Industrial Rule of Retrenchment, Last come 
first go and consequently the action of the management in this behalf 
amounts to unfair labour practice and victimisation and that the retrench 
ment is unjustified, improper and illegal. 

The Union therefore prays that all the three workmen may be reinstated 
with backwages, continuity of service and compensation and other benefits. 

The Management on the other hand contends that their actions in 
respect of all the three emp oyees were fully justified and legal and calls for 
no interference by the Arbitration Board . As regards Srinivasan , the 
Management would add that he was keeping in different health eversince the 
beginning of 1965 , as affected by Tuberculosis which fact was kept out of 
the knowledge , of the management and was irregular in his attendance and 
even when he was attending he carried on his work just for the sake of 
attendance only . At last on 21-1-1966 he got granted carned leave for ten 
days upto 31-1-1966 and was to have joined duty on 1-2-1986 . He did not 
join duty but subsequently sent one or two post cards for extension of leave 
though he had no leave to his credit and no leave was granted . No post 
card dated 15-3-1966 was ever received . The grounds stated in the leave 
application were incorrect. He was really in the T. B. Hospital undergoing 
treatment and as a T. B. patient he is unfit to attend to any work . Thus he 
is not entitled to any relief. 

As regards the other two workmen the management would state that 
the retrenchment was effected legally and in the ordinary course of business 
at a time when the management was threatened with complete closure of the 
entire industrial establishment on account of the continuing power cut and 
want of raw materials etc. They were tendered the notice pay and retrench 
ment compensation they were entitled under law which they refused to 
accept. The other allegations against the management are denied and they 
would add that the action of the union impugning the validity of the bona . 
fide act of the management is malafide and is solely intended to harass the 
management. 
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The issues arising for consideration and decision are the following. 
1. Whether the denial of employment to Sri Srinivasan was proper and 

justified ? 
2. Whether the retrenchment of Sri P. Chandran and Sri P. K.Raman 

achari proper and justified ? 
3. To what relief, if any, are they entitled ? 

In the first instance there were some attempts before the Arbitration 
Board between the parties for an amicable settlement. There were some 
concrete proposals for a settlement but the parties having not agreed the 
matter went up for evidence and a decision on the merits. The Union 
examined all the three workmen as WWI to WW3 and proved Exts. W1 to 
W23 in support of the position taken up by them , while the inanagement has 
examined its general manager as MWI and proved Ext. Ei to E31 in 
support of their contention . In the nature of the issues all of them could 
be dealt with together . 

In the first place we will take into consideration the case of Srinivasan . 
The evidence connecting him are mainly Exts . W1to W6 and his own 
testimony as WW1 on his side and Ext. El to E. 29 and the evidence of the 
GeneralManager as MW1 Ext.E28 is the copy of the letter denying employ 
ment to Srinivasan by the Management dated 20-4-1966 . The grounds 
taken up therein are as follows: - . " Your absence from work from 10-2-1966 
onwards cannot be considered as authorised . It is clearly desertion of work . 
We regret to inform you that there is thus a break in your service with the 
company on account of this desertion of work and we are unable to 
re-engage you” . So the only ground upon which he was denied employ 
ment is desertion of work from 10-2-1966 to 31-3-1966 . At the outset it 
may be stated that the management did not care to issue any notice to 
explain his conduct nor did it care to conduct any domestic enquiry 
regarding his alleged desertion ofwork or misconduct. Hence there is force 
in the argument that natural justice was denied to him . Managementwould 
however rely upon Exts. E26 & Ext. E27 letters given by Srinivasan to the 
Management regretting his taking of leave for a long time and for the 
circumstance not receiving his application for leave dated 15-3-1966. The 
Management admits that two letters sent by Srinivasan for extension of 
leave up to 15-3-1966 were received by management, though they would add 
that they did not grant the prayer for extension of leave contained in them 
both on the ground that he had no leave to his credit and that they were not 
satisfied with the grounds stated therein because it was untrue . The ground 
stated was his mother s illness while the truth was that he himself was ill and 
for some time he was in the T. B.Hospital. The management has produced 
Ext. E24 & E25 , a letter from the T : B. Hospital to the proprietor for help 
and an invitation card for collecting money for treatment. These documents 
are not for the relevant period but long after he was denied employment. 
It may be that hewas unwell after he was denied employment. Anyway 
that ground having not been taken up in the notice denying employment, 
we think it is unnecessary to go into that aspect now . Even as regards the 
admitted two letters for extension of leave the management does not appear 
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to have disallowed the prayer and intimated the same to Srinivasan by the 
management. According ſo Srinivasan , since he was not informed about the 
refusal to allow leave he thought his applications wire allowed . We think 
there is some force in that contention , though the management throws the 
burden upon the employee to enquire into the orders passed on his petitions. 
Here the circumstance that Srinivasan was away at Kozhikode has to be 
taken into account. Even then there is the default of Srinivasan for having 
not even applicd for leave for the period from 15-3-1966 to 31-3-1966 . In this 
regard there is only the interested testimony of Srinivasan thathe sent a post 
eard . Hehas not produced any copy or any other evidence to corroborate 
his oral testimony. The Management had informed him about this lapse at 
the first opportunity when he appeared in the factory on 31-3-1966 itself and 
he expressed regret over the same in Exts. E26 & E27 . Further when the 
other two post cards were duly received in the Office there is no reason why the 
third one was not received , if properly addressed and posted . Thus we hold 
that there is default on his part for having not applied for Icave or for not 
having taken due care in not seeing that the leave application reached there 
in due time. 

Along with that there are certain other circumstances brought out in 
evidence . Srinivasan was first entertained in the Calicut branch of the 
establishment about 12 years ago . He resigned from there as per Ex!. E22 
letter dated 7-3-1963 on receipt of all dues he was legally entitled. Then he 
again applied for a job at Olavakot on 25-5-1963 as evidenced by Ext. E25 
letter. The Managen.ent was kind enough to entertain him there with 
effect from 1-1-1963. Again that there were lapses on his part even there 
is clear from Ext. E. 18 wherein he expressed regrets for absenting himself 
for two days without leave and also undertakes that such things will not be 
repeated . Several other leave applications also have been produced . All 
these show that he was not very regular in his attendance. However the 
fact remains that he was not given an opportunity to explain his conduct 
nor was any domestic enquiry conducted before he was denied employment 
which would indicate that natural justice was denied to him . The question 
of the last application is a disputed fact. In the circumstances we are 
inclined to take a lenient view and would hold that the Management would 
take him back into service with continuity of service . In any view of the 
matter he is not entitled to back wages in the circumstances of the case. 
We therefore declare that Sri T. Srinivasan will be taken back into the 
service of the factory with continuity of service to the same post as before 
without payment of any back wages , within 30 days of the publication of 
this award in theGazette. 

P. Chandran.- Coming to Sri P. Chandran , his case is one of retrench 
ment . Ext. W23 is the notice issued by the Management to Sri Chandran . 
It states that owing to the power cut and reduction in the quantum of 
import licenses of essential raw materials the management has been con 
strained to close down the Electrical section and consequently his services 
are terminated with effect fiom 30-4-1966 . The amount to be paid for a 
case of such retrenchment hag bern tendered to him and the other legal for 
malities regarding notice to the authorities have been complied with . Here 


the only contention of the Union is that the management has violated the 
rule of last come first go . If the employees of the factory are taken as a 
whole admittedly there are juniors to him . As against this, the manage 
ment would contend that in the Electrical section he is the juniormost. The 
Union has produced Ext. W7 series, Attendance cards of Sri P. Chandran to 
show that no department has been assigned to him , in that the “ Depart 
ment" column is left blank; Ext. We series to show that in some cases he is 
assigned Rubber as the c!epartment and in some others ‘Mechanic . 
Of course in Ext. W9 series Department column is filled up as Electrician . 
Ext. W10 , WI1 & W12 professional Tax receipts and notices regarding the 
same issued to Chandran from the Panchayat concerned wherein his 
occupation is shown as Rollerman in theGood Shephered Rubber Company. 
These documents are not binding on the company . There is no order issued 
to him from the company indicating his department. The General Manager 
has sworn that he was taken in as an electrician as introduced by MW2 as a 
man knowing electrical works at Kozhikode, and then transferred to 
Olavakot and whenever there was no electrical work he was assigned some 
other work and that there is no record in the company to the effect that 
Chandren was appointed as electrician . Nevertheless there is evidence to 
show that he was doing the works of an electrician also . Thatmeans that 
he knew the work . Even according to Chandran he was assisting the 
electrician in his work . From the evidence it is doubtful whether depart 
mental system was in vogue in the factory. It is in evidence that there was 
power cut during the relevant period and that there was shortage in raw 
materials . It is also in evidence that when the electricity cut was over and 
the position improved regarding supply of raw materials the management 
offered to take him back , as per Ext. W14 letter. Chandran s reply 
to Ext. W14 letter is Ext. "W15 in which he has stated that 
since his arrears of pay during the period of unemployment also is before 
the Arbitration Board he will abide by the decision of the Arbitration 
Board . Since on the date of Exts. W14 & Ext. W15 the Management 
could have made the offer through the Arbitration Board and the Union 
also could have move the Arbitration Board for instructors as to what 
should be done. The Union also could have directed Chandran to 
join duty subject of course to the decision of the Arbitration Board 
regarding back wages etc. So in any view he is not entitled to back wages 
after Ext.W14 date viz. 14-11-1966 . Further it is admitted by the General 
Manager as MWI that Chandran was sent to the Shornur Government 
training centre for training in Blacksmithy. That also shows that he was 
not intended exclusively as an electrician . "Along with this the admission of 
the MW1 that Chandran had worked in the blacksmithy is relevant. 
Considering the entire evidence and circumstances , we hold that it is just 
and proper to direct the Management to take back Chandran with con 
tinuity of service. But, as regards his claim for back wages the Manage 
ment has a case that Chandran was working elsewhere during the relevant 
period . That aspect has not been proved by the management convincingly . 
Considering all the circumstances wehold that the Management will pay 
one half of Chandran s substantive pay from 30-4-1966 to 14-11-1966 . The 
issue is found as indicated above . 
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P. K. Ramanachari. — Coming to Ramanachari, his case also is one of 
retrenchment. Notice given to him by the Company is Ext. W24 in the 
same wording as W23 and he was retrenched on account of the closure of 
he smithy section , Here also the main question is whether he was taken in 
as a blacksmith. According to the union Ramanachari was not appointed 
as a blacksmith as such and he was doing other jobs also . The Union has 
produced Ext. W16, W17 , and W18 to show that in the column "depart 
ment it is put as Rubber . Ext. W16 is the leave bock of Ramanachari. 
Though it is not signed or attested by any responsible person in the com 
pany , presumably it might have been issued from the company . 

The name 
of the factory is shown in Ext. W16 asGood Shephered Rubber Company 
and the Department is shown as Rubber . MWI swears that the depart 
ment is shown incorrectly in these documents inadvertently by a clerk in the 
Office. The department shown as Rubber in a Rubber Company could be 
construed as a loose term or usage for the whole establishment. At the same 
time Exts. W19 to W22 attendance cards show the department of 
Ramanachari as " Blacksmith . Ramanachari swears to his case as WW3 
that when he was entertained on 15-12-1964, he was not entertained or 
posted in any specific department and that he was doing all kinds of jobs 
including that of a blacksmith s job . But in cross examination he admits 
that he is by profession a blacksmith and that he knows very well the trade 
of a blacksmith and that after he came whenever the work of a blacksmith 
was needed he was doing the same. He also admits that in the company 
there is nobody else who knowswell the job of a blacksmith . To quote him 
" Domasoom mimowº 10.0103" Dryem ? epolwojmnio me ." 
He further admits that he has the shortest term of service among the trained 
workers . To quote him he swears " Jolleim . cmsi om34721021 9103 
2109603700 nugrnuo 2001ea0m289º.” Thus it is clear that he is the only 
blacksmith and among the trained employees he is the last man having the 
least service . He was a daily rated employee not made permanent according 
to the management. That Ramanachari who is a trained employee in the 
particular trade of a blacksmith was given some other work whenever there 
was no work for him in his trade cannot be construed as a circumstance 
for concluding that he was not taken as a blacksmith . The explanation of 
the management in this regard that they gave him other work for his 
benefit could be accepted . Further he admits that the other works he was 
doing at times were such as could be done by any worker. The circum 
stance that there was need for retrenchment owing to power cut and other 
circumstances has been proved . Further a blacksmith s work may not be 
one of continuous need in the factory. No victimisation by the Management 
has been proved as alleged by the Union , He is admittedly only an 
ordinary member of the Union and not any office bearer and thus does not 
come under any protected class so as to inſer any case of victimisation , 
On the whole we are constrained to hold that the retrenchment of Sri 
P. K.Ramanachari by the management does not, call for any interference 
by this Arbitration board . His demands are therefore denied . 

In the result, Employee Sri T. Srinivasan will be re-entertained by the 
Management with continuity of service on the same terms and conditions 
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as before within 30 days of publication of this award in the Gazette but 
without any liability for payment ofany back wages. 

Sri P. Chandran will also be re - entertained by the Management with 
continuity of service on the same termsand conditions of service as before 
within 30 days of publication of this award in the Gazette and the manage 
ment will pay him one half of his substantive pay from 30-4-1966 to 
14-11-1966 as stated above; 

With regard to Sri P. K. Ramanachari his retrenchment effected by the 
management is confirmed subject to the condition that he will be entitled to 
the notice pay and retrenchment compensation according to law . 

We pass an award accordingly.

Laplanatory Note :-Rule 67 of the Kerala General Sales Tax Rules, 1963 provides that where a refund is 
made, the assessing authority shall issue a refund order in Form 49 to the party concerned and simultaneously 
give due intimation to the Treasury Officer regarding the issue of refund . The Bord of Rovenue has reported 
that certain Treasury Officers have objected to make payment of refunds on the ground that particulars of 
orders of sanction of the competent authority were not furnished on the refund vouchers and that certified 
copies of the orders were not attached to them as required by Rule 200 of the Kerala Treasury Code. But 
under Section 54 of the Kerala General Sales Tax Act the assessment orders are to be treated as confidential. 
There is no provision for disclosing the assessment order to the Treasury Officers also . It has also been 
reported that certain Treasury Officers have insisted that the refund bills should be in Form No. T. R. 65 as 
provided in Rule 20 ) ofKerala Treasury Code and not in Form 49 of the Sales Tax Rules. Similar objections 
have been raised in the case of Refunds of Agricultural Income Tax also . Under the Agricultural Income 
tax Act and Rules, no form has been prescribed for effecting the refund. In this case the refund vouchers 
are being issued in a Form prescribed by the Department i. e . Form VII-- Taxes on IncomeRefunds. 

After having considered all the aspects of the question in consultation with the Director of Treasuries 
and the Accountant General Government iss ied orders in G.O. (P ) 1 /67/ Fin . dated 2-1-1967, to the effect 
that the existing certificate No. 2 of Form 49 of the Kerala General Sales Tax Rules 1963 (Reſund form ) 
will be amplified by adding at the end of ii the words, " vide chalan -wise details furnished on the reverse ” . 

Similar modification has also to be made to certificate No. 2 of the Form now used for refund of 
Agricultural Income Tax also i. e. Form VII Taxes on Income Refunds . Therefore Form 49 of the Kerala 
General Sales Tax Rules 1963 (Refund form ) will have to be amer.ded to incorporate the above details: 
So also the Agricultural Income Tax Rules , 1951, require amendment for prescribing a form for effecting 
refunds. Separate action has been taken to amend the Kerala General Sales Tax Rules accordingly .

THE ANTI-CORRUPTION LAWS (AMENDMENT) 

ACT, 1967 
( 16 of 1967 ) 


ACT 
further to amend the anti-corruption laws. 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Eighteenth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Anti 
Corruption Laws (Amendment) Act, 1967. 

(2) It shallbe deemed to have come into force on the 5th day of May, 
1967. 

2. Amendment of anti-corruption law in relation to certain pending trials .- ( 1) 
Notwithstanding 

(a ) the substitution of new provisions for sub -section ( 3) of section 5 
ofthe Prevention of Corruption Act, 1947 , (2 of 1947) (hereinafter 
referred to as the 1947 -Act) by section 6 ( 2) (c ) of the Anti-Corruption 
Laws (Amendment) Act, 1964 (40 of 1964) (hereinafter referred to as 
the 1964 -Act) ; and 

(6) any judgment or order of any court, 
the said sub-section (3) as it stood immediately before the commencement of 
the 1964-Act, shall apply and shall be deemed always to have applied to 
and in relation to trials of offences punishable under sub-section (2 ) of 
section 5 of the 1947 -Act pending before any court immediately before such 
commencement as if no such new provisions had been substituted for the 
said sub-section (3 ): 
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( 2) The accused person in any trial to and in relation to which sub 
section ( I) applies may , at the earliest opportunity available to him after the 

commencement of this Act, demand that the trial of the offence should 
proceed from the stage at which it was immediately before the commence 
ment of the 1964-Act and on any such demand being made the court shall 
proceed with the trial from that stage. 
(3 ) For the removal of doubt it is hereby provided that any court 

(i) before which an appeal or application for revision against any 
judgment, order or sentence passed or made in any trial to which sub 
section (1) applies is pending immediately before the commencement of 
this Act, or 

( ii ) before which an appeal or application for revision against any 
judgınent, order or sentence passed or made before the commencement 

of this Act in any such trial, is filed after such commencement, 
shall remand the case for trial in conformity with the provisions of this 
section . 

3. Repeal and saving.— (1) The Anti -Corruption Laws (Amendment)

1 . Short title .—This Act may be called the Tea (Amendment) Act, 1967 . 

2 . Amendm -n ! of long title. - In the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953) (herein 
after referred to as the principal Act), in the long title, for the words olevy a 
customs duty on tea exported from India " , the words " levy a duty of excise 
on tea produced in India " shall be substituted . 

3 . Amendment of section 3. - In section 3 of the principal Act, in clause 
(c), for the words " the customs-duty" , the words " the duty of excise" shall 
be substituted . 

4. Substitution of new section for section 25. - For section 25 of the princi 
pal Act, the following section shall be substituted , namely :
